This is the second Academy-produced document- 
ary in color. It is equal in excitement, interest and 
beauty to the first, our “Sea of Cortez” which has 
been shown so successfully in Morrison Auditorium 
to Academy visitors. 


“Expedition!” is the story of exploration and re- 
search in the “field,” and the field in this case means 
many fascinating territories of the world. Our far- 
ranging scientists and their far-seeing cameras have 
recorded never-before-seen footage in, among others, 
Africa, the Galapagos Islands, the Gulf of California 
—concentrating on the boundless flora and fauna 
which exist there. In the sky, on the land, in the 
sea—“Expedition!” captures the essence of a scien- 
tific adventure in research. There are devilfish with 
20-foot ‘‘wing spreads”; hundreds of thousands of 
gulls and terns gathered together on Bird Island; 
unbelievably colored praying mantids stalking their 
prey; marine iguanas; a majestic variety of African 
animals—colorful animals that stalk, slink, slither 
and soar—a wonderful plethora of life forms. 

The assembled footage of “Expedition!” is the 
product of Edward S. Ross, Earl S. Herald, Robert T. 
Orr, Lewis W. Walker, George E. Lindsay, Robert I. 
Bowman, Mervin W. Larson, George Tsegletos, Dana 
Fuller and Don Palmer. The film was written, pro- 
duced and directed by Dave Parker.

Ass « FURTHER OBSERVANCE of the Diamond 
Anniversary of the California Botanical Club, 36 
members in 14 cars made a five-day journey to the 
White Mountains of California to see, in person, the 
legendary groves of bristlecone pine which exist 
there. These oldest living things in the world are 
found at heights ranging from 10,000 to 11,000 feet 
and the 900 mile journey was made to examine the 
ancient monarchs. The oldest tree seen was one 
named Pine Alpha which is 4300 years old. Curator 
of Botany John Thomas Howell was leader of the 
group. 


| Tue 19TH ANNUAL MEETING 
of the Pacific Division of the American Malacological 
Union was held at the University of Washington 
and the Pacific Science Center in Seattle June 19-23. 
A featured speaker on not one but four occasions 


was the Academy’s Associate Curator of Invertebrate 


Zoology, Allyn G. Smith who presented lectures on 
‘“Nudibranchs in Color,” “Chitons in Color,” “Land 


Snails of the Galapagos Islands” and “Glimpses of 


the Galapagos.” 

Also attending the meeting was Glenn Burghardt 
of the Steinhart Aquarium staff, and A. Myra Keen, 
Research Associate in Invertebrate Zoology. Dr. Keen 
presented ‘Some Notes on the Molluscan Collections 
at the University of Copenhagen.” 


A REPRINT OF a major 
reference work has been given as a gift to the 


Academy’s J. W. Mailliard, Jr., Library by Dr. James 


P. Garner of San Francisco. Entitled “Repertorium 
Commentationum a Societatibus Litterariis Editar- 
ium,” the original, authored by Jermias David Reuss, 
was published at Gottingen, Germany from 1801 to 
1821. The four volumes included in Dr. Garner's 
gift are described as “a very valuable index to the 
publications of learned societies of various countries 
from the time of the founding of each society to 
1800.” 


MEET THE STAFF 


WILLIAM L. DENEVI, Chief Stationary Engineer 
for Steinhart Aquarium, is charged with a complexity 
that escapes the lay mind. It is his job to see that the 
eight separate water systems and the six and one-half 
miles of piping that circulate some 250,000 gallons 
of water throughout Steinhart keep in working order. 
He and his crew of six who are on deck, around the 
clock, seven days a week, 365 days of the year, also 
maintain the beach pumping plant and the three 
and one-half miles of piping that pumps part of the 
Pacific through Golden Gate Park and into Stein- 
hart’s hundreds of aquaria. The circulation, tempera- 
tures, and filtration necessary to keep the aquarium’s 
occupants happy is a very special, highly technical 
and meticulous pursuit. 

A native San Franciscan, Mr. Denevi attended 
local schools and took engineering courses at the 
University of San Francisco, City College and UC 
Extension. His first job was with the Department 
of Public Works where he was occupied with the 
city’s three drawbridges at Fourth Street, Third 
Street, and Islais Creek. He then became stationary 
engineer at the old Hall of Justice, graduated to the 
new one, and was then promoted to his present 
position at Steinhart. 

Bill has been a tropical fish fancier for the past 
decade, a pastime shared with his wife Marie and his 
teenage daughter, Christine. A great fan of the 49ers, 
he also would have liked to indulge in both auto and 
motorcycle racing but Mrs. Denevi put a proviso 


on that. He is President of the California branch 
of the National Association of Power Engineers as 
well as Financial Secretary of the Stationary Engi- 
neers Union. For the past eight years, he has taught 
a vocational course at night at John O’Connell Trade 
School. 

His work at Steinhart has led to training in Scuba 
diving which he finds particularly enjoyable. His 
daughter has been captivated too.
